RESOLUTION 

No. 6-l-12|90-MM-VI.—The rapid expansion of 
wastelands is seriously undennining the productive re- 
source base and endangering vital life support sys¬ 
tems of the nation. The Government has therefore ac¬ 
corded high priority to programmes for regeneration 
of degarded areas I wastelands. With a view to encour¬ 
age individuals and corporate [non-corporate bodies to 
participate in this national effort through contribu¬ 
tions or donations, it is considered necessary to have 
a fund for aifores:atiim. Hence, the National Fund 
for Afforestation and Wastelands Development is here¬ 
by set up. 

2. The above-mentioned Fund will be managed by 
a Committee composed as follows :— 

(a) Minister incharge of the Ministry of Environ¬ 

ment & Forests -Chairman. 

(b) Minister of State in the Ministry of En¬ 
vironment & Forests—Vice Chairman. 


(c) Secretary, Ministry of Enviromnent & For¬ 

ests—-Member. 

(d) Secretary (Revenue), Ministry of Finance— 
Member. 

(c) Secretary (Rural Development), Ministry of 
Agriculture—Member. 

(f) Two Representatives of Voluntary Agencies 

involved in Afforestation and Wastelands 
Development—Member. 

(g) Additional Secretary, National Wastelands 

Development Board, Ministry of Environ¬ 
ment ana Fore.sts- -Member Secretary. 

3. The Conimitee will lay dovvn rules for the con¬ 
duct of its business and issue guidelines for the ad¬ 
ministration of the Fund. 

4. The Fund shall be subject to audit by the Com¬ 
ptroller and AudiUrr General of India.
